STARVING AND FREEZING. 


A Terrible Tale of -uffering Among 
Dakota Settlers. 

A Minneapolis dispatch to the New 
York Times says: J. Harpman, who 
has just returned from a visit to Ram- 
sey county, Dak., says of the Polish 
Jew sufferers there: settlement is 
about 18 miles from Devil’s Lake, and 
comprises 70 families, numbering 238 
souls. They came here two years ago 
last spring from Chicago, St. Paul, and 
other places, with some household truck 
and from $1800 to $2500 1n money, farm- 
ing implements, stock, ete. They pro- 
cured land, built their modest houses, 
and went to work with a will toclear 
the land and becomeindependent farm- 
ers. Those without any money mort- 
gaged the land and borrowed enough 
to pay the Government price, 
about $230, and expected to live on the 
balance of their loans until the first, 
crop could be. harvested. They raised 
a fair crop the first year, and the pros- 
pect was so bright that they mortgaged 
their lands and other property to pur- 
chase stock and farm machinery. ‘The 
second year they planted a much larger 
acreage. The notes and mortgages 


annum on real estate, besides 5 . per 
cent. per annum on loans, which they 
were obliged to pay. J.and sharks 
lent them mioney and charged exorbi- 
tant interest. 

“About the middle of August all 
their expectations were ruined in one 
night. A severe freshet came and 
ruined the entire crop ot wheat, leav- 
ing them only about as many potatoes 
as they used for planting, and barely 
enough oats to winter their stock: “The 
trouble and suffering began at once. 
The merchants, who had heretofore 
been anxious to supply all their wants, 
refused to credit them any more, see- 
ing that they could not expect pay- 
ment for what had been furnished 
already. Nearly every credi- 
tor became _ alarmed and fore- 
closed. The situation became so bad 
that the Sheriff refused to inflict 
further suffering on the people by tak- 
ing their stab f We found the peo- 
pie without fuel or bread, they using 
the drippings of cattle for fuel to cook 
such few articles as_ they could get, 
aud set bread, if they had any, to bake 
in this fire. Their children were naked, 
without shoes or stockings, the men 
and women in rags and without foot- 
wear. | °

RAILROAD MEN LOOK FORWARD 


TO GOOD TiMEs. 3 


Los Angeles Will Be the Greatest 
a Town on the Ooast — 
That Right of Way to Come 
Before the Council. 7 


‘Los Angeles is rapidly becoming a rail- 
road center. A few years ago a railroad 
man was as hard to find as the proverbial 
needle ina hay-stack, but today there are 
over 2000 railroad employés who call Los 
Angeles their home, and the number is 
rapidly increasing. ! 

New roads are being built all the time, 
and the prospect is that during the next 12 
months more building will. be done than 
ever before in the history of the city. 

Mr. Quigley of the Burlington system 
said to a Times reporter the other day: 

“From general appearances I am con- 
vinced that Los Angeles is to become the 


greatest railroad town of the Pacific Coast. 
‘Two of the strongest companies in the 


vo have only just begun to spread them- 
selves, 

“Los Angeles is so situated that she must 
become a great city, and the railroad peo- 
pie know it better than anybody. 

“The Salt Lake and Utah road will also 
come here sooner or later, and when it does 
one of the finest coal belts in the world 
will be opened ot the market. 

“This road will also open up some fine 
iron mines,and I expect to see the time 
when that useful metal will be -manufac- 
tured here yery extensively. 

“Thousands of péople have their eyes on 
Los Angeles, and they are watching the 
movements of railroad men closer than you 
would believe.” 

THAT RIGHT OF WAY. 

The matter of the right of way of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad to its new depot 
in the Wolfskill tract will agaift come up 
before the Council this morning.

Jesus Christ completed 
his earthly life at 83. Five years in a 
young man’s life are of more power 
for good or evil than the last fifteen of 
an old man’s life. So Satan is espe- 
cially greedy for young men, and in 
going to and fro on the ea he has 
especial temptation for them.

The Next Congress—Disintegration of the 
Solid South . 


Edward McPherson, secretary of the 
Republican Congressional Committee, 
has been revising the election returns 
for the purpose of ascertaining how 
the next House will stand. He figures 
out a majority of 18 for the Republi- 
cans, and in addition thinks there will 
be a gain of one each in the delega- 
tions from Michigan and Virginia as 
figured in the table below. We have 
changed his estimate for West Vir- 
ginia from three Democrats and one 
Republican to three Republicans and 
given 
California two Democrats, instead of 
one, This changed, the table reads as 
follows, showing a Republican majority 
of 15. It is, of course, liable to further 
small corrections from the close dis- 
tricts, but the general result cannot be

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Secretary McPherson says that the 
Republicans will havea majority of 
four in the Senate, this result being 
brought about by a Democratic loss of 
the Legislature in Delaware, which 
will insure the return of a Republican 
successor to Senator Saulsbury. This 
majority is, however,-not yet quite cer 
tain. 

The Republican party will thus, in 
all probability, control all there 
branches of the Legislature, the Ad- 
ministration, the Senate and the House. 
Not only this, but it will continue to 
doso fer an indefinite period. Sufficient 
new States will be admitted to make it 
impossible for the solid South, in com- 
bination with New York, to again con- 
trol a national election. The South will 
see the hopelessness of its task, and, be- 
coming tired of banging its head 
against a wall, will disintegrate. The 
conquest of the border State of West 
Virginia marks the first step in this 
direction. Before 1892 the solid South 
‘will have become a thing of the past, 
foritsown and the country’s good. 
This fact is admitted by leading Demo- 
cratic papers. The South will enter 
upon a new era of pragress, and will no 
longer be regarded with watchful sus- 
picion by the North. 

Undoubtedly the election of Gen. 
Harrison as President of the United 
States marks the commencement of a 
‘new era in the political and industrial; 
history of the country. In its pros- 
pective results it 1s the most important 
campaign that has occurred since the 
war. 


Are Religious Missions a Failure? 


An article by Canon Taylor of the 
English Established Church in the 
Fortnightly Review, entitled, ‘The 
Great Missionary Failure,’’ has created 
quite a,sensation. He shows that the 
Protestant Missions of England contri- 
bute about one million dollars annnally 
for the conversion of the heathen. As 
much moreis contributed in the United 
States. About six thousand mission- 
aries are empjoyed, and thirty thou- 
sand native helpers. Canon Taylor 
estimates the natural increase of what 
are called heathen countries at twelve 
for each thousand. He sets down .he 
population of China at 382,000,000, of 
India at 254,000,000, of Africa at 206,- 
000,000, and lumps Ceylon, Persia, Af- 
ghanistan, Corea and the Burmese 
Peninsula at 42,000,000, Jeaving Thibet, 
Borneo, and some other populous dis- 
tricts, out of the estimate. He finds 
that Asia and Africa contain upward 
of 920,000,000, and that the annual in- 
crease by the excess of births over 
deaths exceeds 11,000,000. | 

Now, as regards the work ‘accom- 
plished among these vast hosts of 
heathen, Dr. Melear, who is at the 
head of the training college for mis- 
sionaries, estimates the annual in- 
crease of native Christians due to mis- 
sionary efforts at 60,000. Assuming 
this estimate to be about correct, 
Canon Taylor finds that it would take 


overtake the increase of non-Christian 
population for a single year. 

This does not look as if the heathen 
world is being won over to Christianity. 
Referring to the operations of the 
Church Missionary Society, Canon Tay- 
lor says: 

China is perhaps the most disheartening 
case. The population is reckoned at 5382,- 
000,000. The annual incraase by the excess 
of births over feaths would be about 4,589,- 
000, Last year the Church Missionary So- 
ciety baptized 167 adults. At this rate it 
would take the Church Missionary Society 
27,000 years to overtake the gain to heathen- 
ism in a single year. If the population 
were stationary, it would take more than 
1,680,000 years to convert the Chinese Em- 
pire. If the progress is slow, the expendi- 
ture is lavish, Last year in Ceylon 424 
agentsof the Church Missionary Society 
spent £11.008 15s 7d in making 190 adult 
converts out of a population of nearly 

,000,000, but the relapses were more nu- 
merous than the converts, as there was a 


herents. in China 247 agents of the same 
society spent £14,875 3s in making 167 con- 
verts out of a population of 352,000,000. In 
Northern India (Bengal, Bombay and the 
Northwest Provinces) 715 agents made 173 
converts at a cost of £54,186 235d. And 
many converts are paid. In Hong Kong 
there are 94 communicants and 55 native 
paid agents. In Egypt and Arabia there 
are 10 communicants and seven paid native 
agents. In Yoruba, after 40 years of labor, 
not 5 per cent, of the people are converted, 
human sacrifices are not discontinued, 
while the native Christian adherents de- 
creased last year by $85. 

The results of missionary labor cer- 
tainly seem to bear no sort of propor- 
tion to the expenditures. Good Chris- 
tians will probably consider that were 
one soul converted in the course of a 
year the money would have been well 
| spent, but, judged from a wordly light, 
| the soul-saving department of mission- 
ary enterprise would seem to bea dis- 
mal failure, and even from an ortho- 
dox standpoint it is scarcely a question

life comfortable, converting, not by argn- 
ment, but by exhibiting in practice that ab- 
solute self-renunciation which is the only 
language the natives can understand.” 

The Episcopal clergyman’s article 
will partake of the nature of a bomb in 
religious circles, both clerical and lay. 
It is certain to become the subject of 
much more or less acrimonious dis- 
cussion. ’ 


A LONG-HAIRED crank named Tay- 
lor, who calls himself a doctor, yester- 
day discoursed to an audience, at ten 
cents a head, on the advantages of 
spiritualism and the disadvantages of 
daily journalism, with especial refer- 
ence to Tue Times. “The question,” 
said he, “is now being discussed 
whether the daily journal does not do 
more harm than good.’”’ The question 
has never been discussed, among sensi- 
ble people, whether spiritualistic frauds 
‘do more harm than good, because they 
do no good at all. When a thorough 
effort is made to purify the moral at- 
mosphere of this city, and as soon as 
the gamblers and ‘‘macs’’ have been 
disposed of, a move should be made to 
rid the city of these ‘‘mediums,” 
‘‘faith healers’? and other frauds. If 
they could. not be convicted on any 
more serious charge, they could be sent 
up for obtaining mdéney under false 
pretenses.

New Yous, Nov. 11.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The Cunard stéamer Umbria col- 
lided with the Fabre steamer Iberia, about 
four miles off the Long Beach Hotel, just 
beyond Rockaway on Saturday afternoon. 
The lberia was badly damaged, having her 
whole stern cut off, and the Umbria, after 
taking off the crew of thirty men and lying 
by tke injured ship all night, came’ up 
to the dock for repairs this morning at 


11 o’tlock. When she left the Iberia the 


latter was leaking badly at the stern, and 
looked as if she would go to the bottom be- 
fore noon. The Umbria was but slightly 
injured and came back to her dock merely 
as a precautionary measure. According to 
the agent of the line, Vernon H. Brown, all 
the mark she bore of the ugly wound she 
gave the Iberia was a racged-edged hole in 
the collision bulkhead, in its largest dimen- 
sions about six feet by three feet, and a hole 
just abaft of the extreme bow and at its 
lowest point about five feet above the 
water line. This is on the starboard side. 
A small hole was also punched in the plate 
on the port side, directly opposite. The 
Cunard people tell thé following stéry: 

The Umbria left her dock on Saturday 
morning at 10:45 o’clock with 215 cabin 
passengers, 67 intermediate passengers 
and 429 in the steerage. Sandy Hook was 
reached at 12:12 p.m., and the pilot left at 
2:30 without incident. The weather was 
hazy and was growing thicker all the time. 
At1:10 the ship was slowed down on ac- 
count of the thick fog. About five minutes 
later a steamer whistle was heard on what 
appeared to be the starboard bow. Capt. 

eMieken was on the bridge. As the 
whistle seemed to be growing nearer, the 


engines were ‘stopped altogether. -Almost +} 


the next moment a strange steamer was 
seen rong ea across the bows, her head 
pointing tothe northward, The Umbria’s 
engines were immediately ordered re- 
versed atfull speed, but that did not prove 
enough to neutralize her headway, and the 
Umbria struck the stranger on the port 
quarter, carrying away a portion of her 
stern: Orders were immediately given to 
lover boats and make an examination of 
the Umbria, which was done with the result 
ds given already. The two steamers drifted 
apart and lost trace of each other for full 

minutes. Shortly after, getting nearer, 
the first officer of the crippled steamer got 
aboard. His name is Guillot. He said 
the name of his ship was the Iberia, of the 
‘Fabre tine. The Iberia had sailed from the 
Persian Gulf on September 2ist with a cargo 
of dried fruit, hides, coffee, ete. There were 
30 men in the crew all told, inclusive of 
officers. The Iberia had met with an acci- 
dent to her machinery, and had been laying

had just got under way when the accident 
occurred. The Iberia was a steamer of 
about 1000 tons register, and belongs in 
Marseilles, France. Being in the middle 
of the day, there was great excitement 
among the sengers on thie Umbria.

The Anniversary of the Chicago Exe- 
cutions Again Observed. 

CuIcAGo, Nov. 11.—|By the Associated 
Press.| ‘The first anniversary of the hang- 
ing of the Chicago Anarchists was observed 
here today, when two train loads carried 
several thousand sympathizers eut to Wald- 
heim cemetery.

After an opening 
speech py Robert Reitzel of Detroit, and a 
hymn rendered by a Socialist Sunday- 
school, the feature of the day was an- 
nounced, and this, too, was very tame. It 
was a letter from Albert R. Parsons to his 
children, which was not to be opened until 
today. It was dated “Dungeon Ne. 7, 
Cook County Jail, November 9, 1887,” and 
was filled with kindly and fatherly advice 
to his children. The letter was a disap- 
pointment to the listeners, it was too 
plain and lacked the usual catchword of 
the revolutionists. 

William Holmes, an old friend of Par- 
sons, next made a wild speech, and was 
followed by Paul Grottkau, the well-known 
Anarchist, formerly of Milwaukee. His 
principal theme was the “smallness” of the 
working classes, that had allowed the An- 
archists to be “murdered.” The proper 
way to honor the dead men, he said, was to 
lead to a successful issue the movement 
which they had died for.

, THK KANSAS CALAMITY. 


More Bo@ies Recovered — Terrible 
Scenes at the Fatal Pit 

Sr. Lovis, Nov. 11.—jBy the Associated 
Press.] Dispatches from Pittsburgh, Kan., 
give the following as some of the incidents 
of the mine horror at that place. For hours 
after the explosion snuffed out the lives of 
nearly 100 men, the scene at the pit was 
distressing. Poorly-clad women with babies 
clasped to their breasts, cain through the 
darkness, by the light cast from bonfires, 
like haggard, uncanny beings from another 
world. Some shrieked above the storm, 
and muttered as they fell helpless on the 
shoulders.of stronger neighbors. Still oth- 
ers were mad in their despair, and tore 
their hair and garments, and would have 
dashed into the tomb headlong but for 
the strength exerted by the miners from 
other shafts. One poor woman, whose hus- 
band and two sons were in the pit, laid her 
three youngest children beside a blazing 
fire, and then fell_in hysterics among them. 
She lay timnoticed in this position until 
morning, when she was removed to her 
homearaving maniac. At one time the 
crush of women and children was so great 
that it was feared that violence would be 
necessary in order to clear the way for the 
rescuers. The r creatures fought each 
other in their despair, and in some in- 
stances inflicted severe punishment. 

As night wore on the work ot recovering 
bodies continued until the floor of the 
engine-house was strewn with mangled 
men. Their bodies were placed in rows 
upon the ground, where the rain and snow 
beat upon them. Most of the victims were 
shockingly mutilated. Some of them were 
so disfigured as to be unrecognizable. All 
were covered with blood and dust, and many 
were almost stripped of their clothes. There 
was nothing left of the first man brought 
up from the dreadful hole but a bleeding, 
trunk. ‘Ihe extremities had been 

lown off. Many of the searchers fainted. 
As fast as the ies were brought to the 
surface there was arush made to identify 
them, a dozen women in menv-cases being 
engaged at one time in scanning the bleed- 
ing. face of some unfortunate. 

here are stiJl about 50 bodies in the 
lower levels. Some of the victims were 
found buried beneath immense weizhts of 
slate, while others were found in groups, 
and in all kinds of positions. Two men, 
who had not been identified, were so tightly 
locked in each other’s.arms that it was with 
great difficulty they were torn apart, Their 
eyes had been blown out by the explosion, 
and their faces so horribly crushed that the 
bones were ground into the flesh. me 


A BLOODY AFFAIR. 


Fight Between Vigilantes and Out- 
laws ‘in Indian Territory. 

Louis, Nov. 11.—|By the Associated 
Press.] Advices from Indian Territory say 
that a vigilance committee, composed of 100 
citizens of the Creek Nation, was recently 
formed for the purpuse of capturing or 
driving from the nation a band of desper- 
adoes who have long been operating in that 
section, making both lives and property un- 
safe. For two weeks past the committee, 
under the leadership of Capt. Serblanz and 
William Enac, has been scouring the coun- 
try and arresting and delivering to the 
United States Marshal some fifteen outlaws. 
Yesterday they surrounded the house of 
Abe Carr, in which the notorious Barrett 
gang was conceakd, and demanded their 
surrender, A reply came in the form of a 
volley from rifles. A. battle ensued, and 
Mose McIntosh, a prominent citizen of the 
nation and a member of the committee, was 
killed, and one desperado was killed and 
two others wounded. Reénforcements were 
sent for, and at last accounts 200 men had 
started from Muskogee and other places for 
the scene of the fight. |

It Is Most Acute in People of Extra- 

ordinary Ability. 

|London Spectator. | 
We doubt if even thoughtful English- 
men, apart always from a limited class 
of experienced and observant teachers, 
are at all aware of the extent to which 
many men, and more women, are 


mental laziness. Numbers of them 
positively will not apply their minds 
at all, any consequences 
which may result from ignorance, and 
emerge from school as igrorant as 
fishes; while still larger classes, pos- 
sibly even a majority, betrays the same 
impulse as regards particular subjects. 
Men are constantly heard to affirm in 
confidential moments that they liter- 
ally ‘‘cannot’’ acquire this or that 
ordinary branch of knowledge, while 
they do learn at the very same time 
things much more difficult, and requir- 
ing precisely the same kind of mental 
capacities. Hundreds of men will pro- 
fess positive inability to learn the com- 
monest facts relating to any science 
but their own, even when their own is 
kindred to the one discussed; while 
thousands of women will calculate ac- 
curately. all the measurements neces- 
sary for a dress, a really difficult pro- 
cess if accuracy is to be attained, and 
then declare unblushingly that they 
cannot, no, they cannot understand 
rule-of-three, or calculate Mr. Go- 
schen’s interest in their own fortunes. 
Half the men in the world who are not 
sensitive to music think it an impossi- 
bility for them to learn to read musical 


not without power of reasoning, and 
with a special aptitude for mental 
arithmetic, declare that a thousand 
years of tuition would not enable him 
to comprehend a quadratic equation. 
Indeed, it is one of the 
henomena of mental laziness that 


it often reveals itself in its acutest 


form in the naturally able, and that it 
is the reasoner who is most daunted by 
a particular set of syllogisms, not one 
whit more difficult than those he has 
already mastered. The inability is not 
positive, but only relative, and is pro- 
duced either by what we call ‘‘want of 
interest’’ in the subject, which ay A be 
either instinctive or natural, or by a 
sense of pain in the effort, that, like 
n to the arms in swimming, can be 
overcome only by frequent and 
continuous practice. If the ne- 
cessity is peremptory the in- 
ability speedily disappears, and 
that often in a way which at once indi- 
cates its source. It does not disappear 
gratually; it lasts, apparently as in- 
superable as ever, up to a definable 
moment; and then, presto! it is gone 
never toreturn. The truth is, enough 
has been learned to awaken uncon- 
sciously the faculty of attention, or, in 
other words, to take away the pain of 
it, and then the natural power has its 
full swing. That is, we believe, the 
unvarying experience of every man 
who learns chess—which no man ever 
forgot—and of all exeept the few with 
“natural bent”? who study any abstract 
science whatsoever. In men possessed 
of the ‘“‘natural bent,” there is, 
of course, no laziness, because there is 
no sense of pain; they learn without 
effort perceptible to themselves, as the 
savage learns the wilderness of natu- 
ral facts necessary to enable him to 
hunt or fish for food with success. A 
savage ‘‘never knows anything about 
the forest’—except the myriad of 
minute indications necessary to tell 
him where to find the great maggots 
which he éats. He is compelled to 
learn that, and his natural laziness, 
therefore, does not stop him as it 
would if Sir J. Lubpock were to try to 
teach him the anatomy of a leaf. He 
could learn that anatomy if.it were 
equally essential to his existence.

He was born at Cald- 
well, N. J., March 18, 1837. In the 
vear 1841 his tather accepted a call to 
the pastorate of -the Presbyterian 
Church in Fayetteville, Onondaga 
county, N. Y., a pretty village at that 
time, only a few miles from the city of 
Syracuse.

aunual loss of infants in this country 
and the numberof deaths caused by 
consumption are appailingly large, and 
are.in thousands of cases, traced to 
milk from diseased cows. I am aliud- 
ing, principally, to deaths from tuber- 
culosis. Dairies should be inspected 
regularly. All cattle found to be af- 
fected with such diseases as tubercu- 
losis, anthrax, actinomycis and Texas 
fever, should be slaughtered and 
buried deep in the ground. The uten- 
sils used in the dairy should be kept 
scrupulously clean. 

Mr. Editor, I have not entered into 
Jengthy details, for I do not consider it 
necessary in this short dissertation.

mortem lesions of the following dis- 


telligence can form an opinion, if not 
rfectly correct, near enough so that 
e willsee the necessity of calling a 
veterinary surgeon. 
TUBERCULOSIS. 

‘This dreaded disease is due t6 tuber- 
cle. A tubercle is a etn vary- 
ing in size from a small grass seed to a 
walnut. I shall not enter into the 
pecbolcgy of tubercle, excepting to say 

at it is non-vascular, of a gray color, 
semi-transparent, of a firm consistence 
and sphericle in outline. A tubercle is 
composed of albumen with a small 
quantity of fat and fibrin, and also con- 
taining the insoluble phosphates and 
carbonates of lime and a small propor- 
tion of the soluble salts of soda. The 
causes and origin I shall not enter into. 
We classify tubercular diseases under 
three heads: 

1. Tubercular dysentery. 

2. Granular inflammation. 

_ 3. Scrofulous infiltration of zlands. 

I shall merely deal with the general 
appearances of a cow suffering from 
consumption, as it is termed. 

The cow becomes sick; her appetite 
is poor; she ceases to lick her hair; her 

air becomes rough looking; the milk 
comes poorer in quantity and qual- 
ity; there is a dull cough, but no dis- 
vharge; the membranes visible become 
le; she droops her ears; she is sub- 
ect to bloating; a dysentery soon sets 


’ up and refuses to be checked; the white 


temperature as high as 108», 


parts of the skin become yellow; the 
animal becomes a mere bag of bones; 
yain is evinced when the animal is 
struck over the region of the lungs. 
This form of tuberculosis is hereditary. 
and congenital. 

POST-MORTEM LESIONS. 

Tubercles will be found in perito- 
nium, mediastinum and pericardium, 
and in the misenteric glands. 

Remarks — Experiment has demon- 
strated that milk will convey the dis- 
ease to other animals, man included. 
Also, minute particles can be conveyed 
through the.breath and destroy life; 
also by inoculation and injection. 

ANTHRAX. 

This deadly disease manifests itself 
In differeut forms in different animals, 
ent to age and surroundings. 
In some forms it is not so fatal. It is 
easily communicated to man through a 
cut, or -by direct inoculation. with the 
blood or tissue of the animal. In an 
outbreak of anthrax, where a great 
number of cattle died, a boy skinning 
a beast became infected. I had charge 
of the herd and told people not to 
attempt to skin or handle the animals. 
It generally attacks the fattest and 
best-conditioned animals in the herd, 
for the reason that the richer the blood 
is the better the habitat for the bacillus. 
This disease is due toa germ named 
bacillus anthracis. This germ is a 


‘yod-like body, and can only be seen 
under the microscope. It multiplies | ¥ 


with the greatest rapidity and absorbs 
the oxygen of the blood, and hence 
allows the carbonic gas to accumulate, 
thus diminishing the blood and de- 
stroying life. The principal organ that 
it attacks is the spleen. 
Symptoms.—The animal separates it-. 
self from the herd. Great 
e 
animal may or may not void bioody- 
colored urine; great constipation, and 
when the feces is divided, it is cov- 
ered with blood. The animal some- 
times shows signs of great restlessness 
—it will paw and moan; it will seek 
water. These symptoms will aggra- 
vate until death puts an end to its suf- 
ferings. It willdiein from 12 hours 
to three days. The milk ceases and 
the mufile becomes dry. ‘The vulva

Remarks.—Treatment is useless. An- 
imals should be destroyed. The healthy 
ones should be removed and carefully 
watched. The pasttires should ) 
burnt and animals not allowed on for 
a year at least. | 

BLACK LEG. 

This form attacks young animals, 
and is amenable to treatment. Horses, 
sheep, etc., suffer from the disease. 

EXAS FEVER. 

This disease has been confounded 
with anthrax, but it is not the same 
disease, and many of its lesions are 
different. In this disease we finda 
micrococus or round germ, instead of a 
bacillus or rod-like body. This disease 
is very fatal to our northern cattle. 
The infected districts are, l am sorr 
to say, on the increase. The period of 
incubation of the disease is from 45 to 
52 days. 

Symptoms.—The animal separates 
itself from the herd, arches its back, 
the back being very tender to the 
touch, keeps its nose to the ground, 
voids large quantities of bloody-colored 

e, also feces bloody; the milk dries 
up; the temperature is very elevated; 
seeks water. 

POST-MORTEM LESIONS. 

The spleen is as in the anthrax the 
a organ affected. It looks just 
ike the spleen of anthrax. The cap- 
sule is if anything more fuable than 
that of anthrax. The blood is totally 
different. Instead of being thick, dark 
and ropy it is a light red color, flows 
easily and naturally. .The liver is a 
straw color and greatly enlarged. The 
gall bladder is full of thick mucous, 
brownish and germinous gail. The kid- 


bladder generally contains a bloody 
colored urine, and when exposed to the 
air is inclined to change to a purple 
hue. The stomach and the lungs pre-. 
sent a healthy appearance, as does the 
heart and intestines. Any one, who has 
seen a post-mortem of an animal that 
has died of anthrax and one of Texas 
fever, and examined carefully is not 
liable to make a mistake in the disease. 

Remarks—Treatment I don’t believe 
in, Some recover as well without as 
with treatment. 

ACTINOMYCIS. 

This is a parasite disease, and mani- 
fests itself chiefly about the jaws of 
cattle. It is commonly called “Big 
jaw.”? Simply jaw. The parasite enters 
the mouth, burrows between the teeth 
into the gum, and from there into the 
alveole processes. The jaw-boue in

W. Veterinary Surgeon. — 


One Thousand Dollars a Year in 
Poultry-raising. 
[Herds and Flocks.] 

If we had simply headed’ this column 
with the word ‘‘poultry,’’ you would 
have studiously avoided reading what 
we have to say about it, but noW you 
won’t—that ‘thousand dollars a year’’. 
has caught you, and we mean to hold 
you right by the button, metaphorically 
speaking, until we’ve had our say. 
It’s for your good in a dollar-in-sense 
way of speaking, so sit still and read 
through quietly, with the valve of your 
understanding well open. 

Five or ten acres and 400 or 500 
pullets will make you more money, 
with half the labor, than ten times the 
acreage and ten times the capital em- 
ployed in any other branch of farmm 
—yet you despise it, and say: ‘‘Pshaw 
It’s only good for the gals and wimmen 
folks to attend to.’’ Well, then, just 
give your daughters a good, fair show; 
give them a good start in the business 
and let them have all the profit, and 
see if they don’t beat you in making 


money. 

Look at the following, and then ask 
the girls around the house to read it 
also. They will see the possibility of 
independence in the near future, and 
even wealth not far off, and will not 
feel that they are almost necessarily 
obliged to take the first good looking, 
or even ordinary looking man that 
comes along fora husband, so as to 
make it better for brothers and sisters. 
who are growing up behind them. 

Says James Rankin inthe Home- 
stead: I have16 cows in my barn; my 
neighbors call them good ones. The 
milk is sold in the neighboring viilage 
at remunerative prices. It requires the. 
labor of two men and one team to milk, 
care for these cows and deliver the 
milk. I have 350 pullets in my yards; 
with but a tithe of the labor and cap- 
ital employed, these pullets last winter 
made more than double the clear 
money that my cows did. 

I am well acquainted with two 
young men who are running a poultry 
and dairy farm conjointly. The one is 
an invalid, keeps 1000 hens, the care 
of which occupies about one-half his 
time. The other keeps 30 cows, from 
which he makes butter of so good a 
quality that it really commands from 8 
to 10 cents above standard price. This 
man raises the usual farm crops, reads 
the paper carefully, knows something 
of labor ana its application, and runs 
his gang of four or five men with an 
eye to business. Yet the inyalid 
brother, with less than one-tenth of the 
labor and capital employed, clears 
double the money from his 1000 hens 
than his brother does from the whole 
farm. 

One instance more: E. Damon of 
South Hanson, Mass., told me not long 
since that he had 750 pullets in his 
ards, 600 of which had been confined 
in one building all winter without step-

confined in each. These fowls had 
furnished him with thirty-five dozen 
eggs per day through the winter. They 
were taken at the door at 42 cents per 
dozen; This gave him $11 clear profit 
per day, with only a few hours’ care.

capital, Seeif you can’t fix yourself, 
and make ‘‘home’’ and business too, on 
a small chicken ranch of four or five 
ucres hear some good town or city.

Value of Intelligence in Horses. 

[Boston Post.) 

In selecting a family horse the first 
requisite is intelligence. If the animal 
be intelligent he is sure to. be sufe, 
whereas even a gentle horse who +5 
stupid is always a source of possible 
danger. He may be so lazy and life- 
less thatthe most timid woman could 
not fear to drive, and yet if he lacks 
mind he is pretty sure to kick the car- 


riage to pieces or run away when any- 


thing breaks. On the other hand, it is 


be almost impossible to scare a really in- 


telligent horse, He may be discon- 
certed or alarmed, but he won’t lose 
his head. It is, however, aston- 
ishing how little interest in 
this all-important question of in- 
tellect the usual horse dealer takes. 
The reason, probably, is that he feels 
= competent to manage any 
orse, no matter what the animal's 
character may be, and he regards him 
simply as a beast of burden, and not in 
the least as a companion or,friend, An 
acquaintance of mine sent a very 
shrewd jockey to Kentucky for the 
of a saddle-horse. 
fe brought back a handsome animal, 
thoroughly trained and perfectly satis- 
factory tohis new owner. But any- 
body who had- studied horses’ eyes 
could have seen at a glance that the 
high-priced ‘‘saddler’ was a fool, and 
so he turned out to be, for he was 
easily frightened, and finally ran aw@y 
and had to be sold in disgrace. 


Evaporated Apples. 

With the large increase in the quan- 
tity of these that are sent to market 
come the inevitable differences in qual- 
ity, and, as with all other products, the 
best sells the most readily and at the 
highest prices. There is some differ- 
ence in the variety of apples that is 
used. A _ tart, slightly-sour 
makes the best, provided the work is 
done properly. Other things being 
about equal, the fruit presenting the 
best appearance meets ‘with the best 
sale, and in many cases the appearance 
is largely due to the care taken 
do the work. At the same 
time, it will take but a littie time for 
consumers to learn that appearances 
are deceptive. While much of the 
fallen fruit may often be evaporated to 
a good advantage, at the same time 
very green or partly rotten apples 
should nct be evaporated, or they will 
certainly make a considerable differ- 
ence in the quality of the marketable 
product. 

The difference of a very small amount 
per pound will help considerably to 
increase the profits. When reasonably 
good fruit is selected, and good care is 


taken in doing the work, so that a good | 


quality of product is secured, evapo- 
rated fruit is much superior to dried. 
Where they have been properly tried 


this is the general verdict, and for this 


reason better prices can be secured, 
and it is an item tosustain this reputa- 
tion by having the quality as good as 
possible.

- It always pays in the better quality 
of fruit secured to thin out the currant 
bushes, cutting out the old wood and 
thinning the new growth. Not over a 
half dozen canes should be left in each 
hill, and then only those growing in a 
comparatively rich soil.
